In Food-Drug Act 
Effective Monday

The first major revisions of the 
1906 Wiley food and drug law be- 
came law today.

Cotton May Pile Up. 
On the basis of average yields 


of the past five years, cotton ex- 
perts are predicting around

Coming on top of the mountain- 
ous 18,000,000 bale crop last year, 
analysts say such a harvest would 
result in the biggest carryover of 
fibre in history. 


Livestock was the standout per- 


former, price-wise, tn the

year low early In April, hog, cat- 
tle and lamb quotations shot up 
to a new top for the year in 
June while other staples were hit- 
ting new lows.

CONGRESS_PRIARIES 


PRESIDENT ALSO REVIEWS 
LEGISLATION ENACTED BY 


RECENT CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON, June 25. 


—(IP)—President 
Roosevelt 


declaring a right to inter 
vene in democratic primar- 
ies, gave virtual notice to- 
• day he was prepared 
to 


fight personally, for- elec- 


"f tion of a congress favorable 


to his policies. 
In hla 12th "fireside chat" by 
radio to the nation last night, the 
President made it plain he would 


» not hesitate to speak out when he 
thought a contest between a "lib- 
eral" and a "conservative" 
war- 
ranted. 
"As President 
of 
the 
United 
States, I am'not asking the voters 
of the country to vote for demo- 
crats next November as opposec 
to republicans or members of any 
other party," he said. "Nor am I 
as President, taking part In demo 
cratlc primaries. 
"As the head of the democratic 
party, however, charged with the 
responsibility of carrying out thi 
definitely 
liberal 
declaration o 
principles set forth In the 
103< 
democratic platform, I feel tha 
I have every right 
to speak In 
those few Instances where ther 
may be a clear Issue between can 
didates for a democratic nomin 
atlon Involving these principles, o 
Involving a clear misuse of my owr 
name." 
Besides touching on politics, h 
reviewed the legislation enacted b 
the last congress and asked for th 
cooperation 
of capital and labo 


-In maintaining wages and in re 
placing federal "pump priming 
outlays with private spending. 
No Special Session. 
"Barring unforeseen events," he 
told his listeners, there would be 
no special session of congress. 
He mentioned also the defeat last 
year of his proposal to reorganize 


•7 the courts, and asserted the net re- 
sult had been "an Important vic- 
tory for the people of the United 
'States—a lost battle which won a 
war,"' 


• Asserting that in one ,way or 
another the "real objectives" of 
his court message to congress had 
been attained, he added: 
"The attitude of 
the 
supreme 


" court towards constitutional ques- 
tions Is entirely changed. Its re- 
cent decisions aro eloquent testi- 
mony of a willingness to collabor- 
ate with the two other branches 
of government to make democracy 
work." 
His address was sprinkled with 
pungent thrusts at his opponents. 
At one point, he asserted that "cop- 
perheads" had waged a "concert- 
ed campaign of defatism"' last 
year in an effort to stop govern- 
mental reform. 
Refers to Copperheads. 
"And«you will remember," he 
continued, "that It was tho copper- 
heads who—in the days of the Civil 
war, the. war between the States— 
.tried their best to'make President 
Lincoln give up the fight and let 
the nation remain split in two and 
return to peace—yes, peace at any 
price.1" 
Even though a few persons "are 
tired or frightened by the inescap- 
able pace of this modern world," 
he commented, government can not 
"take a holiday of a year, or a 
month or even a day'" from its 
efforts "to meet continuing prob- 
lems." 
Turning to a discussion of poli- 
tics near the conclusion 
of

thirty-minute talk, Air. Roosevell 
drew a line between liberalism and 
conservatism. 


He said the former recognize that 
''the new conditions throughout the 
world call for new remedies." 
"Those of us in America who 


hold to this school of thought in- 
sist that these new remedies can 
be adopted and succesfully main- 
tained In this country under our 


I present form of government if wo

Does Not Recognize Need. 
"The opposing or conservative 
school of thought, as a genera 
proposition, does not recognize the 
need for government itself to step 
In and take action to meet these 
new problems." 
Although making It emphatical- 
ly clear that he felt free to make 
known his feelings In any contest 
between 
representatives of these 
schools of thought, Mr. Roosevell 
Raid he .would not "Indicate a pre 
ference in a state, primary merely 
because a candidate, otherwise lib- 
eral in outlook, had conscientiously 
differed with me on any single is 
sue."

the situation, throwing net light 
on a student's aptitudes. 


"Scholastic grades alone are not 


a sure Indication of promise, nor 
are the grades In the comprehen- 
sive examination but a combina- 
tion of the two proves to be ade- 
quate In 97 per cent of the cases," 
the Lehlgh University authorities 
agreed. 


Pro-college guidance and select- 


ion of courses after studnts have 
spent some time In college were 
discussed by O. J. Ferguson, dean 
of engineering at the University 
of Nebraska, and Robert Widdop, 
director of "Industrial relations at 
teh Newark College of Engineer- 
Ing. 


"Henry McKenzle In 1795 pro- 


tested against the wasting of years 
of youth at school Improving tal- 
ents without ever having discover- 
ed them," 
Dean Ferguson said. 


"Our problem is to find what a 
person can do best, then to bend 
every effort to his development," 
he explained. 


"It la commonly recognized that 


modern education should provide 
for each person that type of train- 
ing which will do him the most 
good, not that type which will 
best 
develop 
other 
men," 
the 


speaker said. 
"This idea Interept- 


cd In Its significant social sense 
constitutes the basis for our pro- 
gram of guidance and selection. 


More Schools for Artisans. 
"When such training is provided 
there will be more schools for ar- 
tisans, a clearer recognition of 
the respective 7x>npH occupied by 
the artisans and by the engineer, 
and 
a much enhanced status 
for 


professional 
engineering. 


"There will be less economic loss 


from trying to train misfits and 
there will be » mighty saving of 
self-respect, moral force and psy- 
chological poise and stability on 
the part of young men no longer 
compelled to undergo defeat at 
the hands of an academic curricu- 
lum In order to receive some edu- 
cation beyond the high school lev- 
el."

Governor Without Power. 
He 
declared 
that 
under 
the 


present 
set-up 
In 
Austin, 
little 


power remains in the hands of 
the governor nnd he la governor 
in name only. He suggested that 
the railroad commission be abol- 
ished as it has, he said, served 
its purpose. He advanced the de- 
sire to make the state school su- 
perintendent, treasurer, attorney 
general, and other departmental 
heads appointive by the governor 
so they would be subject to the 
chief executive. 


Self said the states taxes in 


1915 amounted to $14,000,000 and 
in 1937 they had reached 
the 
staggering amount of $154,000,000. 


Turning his attention to 
the 


railroad commission, Self said he 
had never heard of that commis- 
sion paying a dividend to the 
people while It costs $1,500,000 
annually to operate it. He said 
there was a need for It when it 
was created, but it Is not need- 
ed now. 


He advanced his Idea to in- 


crease the truck load limit from 
7,000 to 16,000 pounds.

elected he would favor a reduc-

DISHOP I. L. HOLT 
PRINCIPAL SPEAKER 


AT LOCAIJANQUET 


RECENTLY ELEVATED PREL- 
ATE HEARD HERE FOR THE 


FIRST TIME LAST NIGHT 


Bishop Ivan Lee Holt was the 


principal speaker 
at a banquet 


in the religious educational build- 
Ing of the First Methodist church 
Friday evening, sponsored by the 
Eleventh Avenue Methodist church. 
It wns his first address in Corsica- 
na since his election this spring 
as a bishop. He spoke at the dedi- 
cation ceremony at 10:30 Satur- 
day morning ofthe Chatfield Meth- 
odlnt church, which has been re- 
built 
after 
bring destroyed last 


summer In the Tupelo tornado. 


C. C. Turner presided as toast- 


master. 


The invocation was pronounced 


by Rev. Roy A. Langston, pastor 
of 
the First 
Methodist church, 


a f t e r which the dinner was served 
by the Missionary Society of the 
Eleventh 
Avenue church. 


Mr. Turner introduced Miss Lin- 


da Sims, accmdionist, who react- 
ed the courtship of Mr. and Mri. 
Boyce Martin by playing several 
familiar tunes.

Smiling." 


Toaatmaster Turner 
introduced

Toastmaster Turner Introduced 


Rev. 
B. B. Byua, pastor of the 


Eleventh Avenue church, who In- 
troduced Rev. C. Raymond Gray, 
presiding elder of the Corslcana 
district, ,who In turn 
introduced 


Bishop Holt. 


The 
bishop 
appealed 
to all 


Methodist churches of the commu- 
nity to feel out the needs of the 
community and then work as a 
united Methodist church to "win 
the city, He recalled how all the 
Methodist churches of a large city 
worked for the general needs ot 
the church, building and helping 
churches that needed help in or- 
der that the church could reach 
E laces that otherwise would not 


e reached, and contrasted this 


city with another one where the 
churches did not co-operate, and 
little was done for the good of 
Methodism. 


Bishop Holt told a story about 


King Albert of Belgium 
telling 


an American ambassador that his 
army would march 
to Brussels 


down a straight road, even though 
It passed the Hindenburg line and 
waa fraught with dangers, rather 
than take a "low road" by the 
sea where the army might get 
mired, or a "high road" through 
the mountains where It might get 
lost. 


Bishop 
compared 
these 
three 


roads 
with 
three 
fundamental 


philosophies of life, which he said 
do not change from generation to 
generation, 
and 
which 
regulate 


the lives of everyone, regardless 
of estate or caate. 
The first phil- 


osophy, he said, was "cat, drink 
and be merry for tomorrow we 
may die;" the second was "get 
ahead, get ahead honestly If you 
can, but above all, get ahead," and 
the third was "onward and up- 
ward and upward, regardless of 
the cost of sacrifice." 


Bishop Holt told of the Iniqui- 


ties he saw in Louisville, Ky., on 
the eve of the running of the 
Kentucky Derby, and of the low 
plane to which morals have drop- 
ped on several ocean voyages he 
has taken. 


"I was distressed 
to see such 


utter disregard of moral stand- 
ards 
In 
prosperous 
times, 
and 


thought that when the depression 
struck us that people would re- 
turn to a moral and splrital life 
—I was more distressed to see 
they did not return to the church- 
es In depressing times." 


He said the second philosophy 


of life he had named, "get ahead 
If you can," was the real Ameri- 
can spirit, and recalled the start- 
ling revelations of the Harding ad- 
ministration when high places of 
the government were shot through 
with bribery, graft and dishonesty. 
Bishop Holt said these revelations 
reflected the spirit of the times, 
and the American people justified 
them. 


The speaker recalled the reck- 


less abandon with which post-war 
Anglo-Saxons spent their money 
to make a show of their wealth. 


Taking up the third philosophy 


of life, Bishop Holt told a story 
of a man who achieved honor and 
success by going straight ahead 
all the time, and added, "this Is a 
common sense philosophy, and It 
Is a Christian philosophy. We can- 
not hope to approximate the per- 
fection of Christ's life, but 
be- 


cause It Is a common sense phil- 
osophy we can attain to It." 


"It is a pitiful shame that so 


many fine people In Corslcana to- 
day are living by the first two 
philosophies, when we and they 
know full well that they lead to 
ruin. 
The church has never had 


a greater challenge and opportuni- 
ty than it has today to save peo- 
ple 
from 
sin 
and 
from 
them- 


selves, 
Bishop Holt concluded.

Dinner Served 


At the conclusion ot the dedica- 


tion service, dinner was served In 
the grove near the church, and 
after dinner another service was 
held at which time a number of 
former pastors of the church made 
talks.

The. speaker said these words (4 
sum up everything the Christian '>' 
gospel stands for.

universities and the blasphemies of 
some In the individual centers, that 
"we still have to /have God In our 
lives."

"During the late world war," 


Bishop Holt continued, "as never 
before, the people turned to re- 
ligion as a comforter in their times 
of sorrow and stress, but in the 
post-war era the pendulum swung 
back In the oppoalte direction and 
to the opposite extreme." 
"It was into just such a world," 


he went on "that Paul sent forth 
his words. From this pulpit will go 
messages that you cannot get along 
without God. If you know the sig- 
nificance of Paul s words you will 
be enriched as they are said at tha 
end of a sermon, and you will hava 
gotten a great good from the serv- 
ice." . , 


Influence Hundreds 
The 
bishop 
continued, 
"When 


God pours out His love to a con- 
gregation such as this, His love Is 
not divided among them with each 
person getting his pro-rata part, 
but contrary to human arithmetic,( 
every person gets God's love 
entirety. If your services li 
church mean to' you what 
should, you will leave this build- 
ing carrying an atmosphere of 
heaven, and you will Influence the 
hundreds of persons out of th« 
church to come into It," he declar- 
ed, In conclusion. 
In the formal dedication service, 


Bishop Holt read a portion of tha 
28th chapter of Genesis, and had 
Mr. Gray read from the 10th chap- 
ter of Hebrew. He then called for 
Mr. Gray, Rev. and Mrs. Lowry, 
Mr. Justice, and officers of tha 
church including John Finch, Will 
Finch, W. P. Thorp, J. R. Galloway, 
G. F. Freeman and B. F. Freeman 
and B. F. Marchbanks, to stand in 
front of the altar Mr Thorp pre- 
sented the building in a few words; 
and the service closed with a 
prayer

dedication by Bishop 
Holt.
